THAT it be, and it is hereby recommended to the feveral Towns and 
Diftriés in this Colony, that they, each of them, do forthwith ele@ and de- 
pute as many Members, as to them fhall feem neceflary and expedient, to 
reprefent them in a Provincial Congrefs to be held at the M eeting-Houfe in 
Watertown, on the 31 Day of May Inftant, to be chofen by fuch only-as:are 
‘qualified by Law to vote for Reprefentatives in the General Affembly, and to 
‘be continued by Adjournment, as they fhall fee Caufe, until the Expiration 
of fix Months from their being firft convened:on the Thirty-firft of this Inftant 
May, and no longer ; and to. confult, deliberate, and refolve upon fuch further 
Meafures as under Gop fhall be effe@ual to fave this People from impending 
Ruin, and to fecure thofe ineftimable Liberties, derived to us from our Ancef- 
tors, and which it is our Duty to preferve for Pofterity.

|) HERE AS bis Excellency General Gage, face his Arrival into this 

V Colony, hath conduéted as an Inftrument in the Hands of an arbitrary 
Miniftry, zo enflave this People; anda Detachment of the Troops under his 
Command, has of late been by him ordered to the Town of Concord to deftroy the 
public Stores, depofited in that Place for Ufe of the Colony: And whereas by this 
clandeftine and perfidious Meafure, a Number of re[peGtable Inhabitants of this 
Colony, without any Provocation given by them, have been illegally, wantonly, and 
énbumanly flaughtered by his Troops 


Therefore Rksotven, 


THAT the faid General Gage, hath. by thefe and many other Means ut- 
terly difqualified himfelf to ferve this Colony as a Governor, _and in every 
other Capacity, and that no Gbedience ought in future to be paid by the fe- 
veral Towns and Diftri@s in this Colony to his Writs, for calling an Affem- 
bly, or to his Proclamations, or any other of his Aés or Doings ; but that on 
the other Hand, he ought to be confidered and guarded againft, as an unna- 
tural and inveterate Enemy to the Country.
